‘Taw London Daily Telegraph's correspoud- 
ent at St.Petersburg has just telegraphed 
that “the erux of the whole situation in 
Russia is the money question.” With only 
the slightest. reaching ufter double meaning, 
the words may be taken as apt to the case 
of China.

INTBRESTING SPECTACLE, 
Describing the wedding prosesion ia Seoul 
on the occasion of the marriage of the Korean 
Crown» risce last month the Korea Daily News 
gives some intoresting details.

They wore mostly old women, aud their march 
was something to. be seen. & Mowing thom 
came e number-of Pallace ‘gisaug,’ +ach one clad 
gorgeously, andeveryonecarryinga pink parasol, 
Loter cams the state chairs of the ride, thors 
were two of them, and the brido was in the 
second one. Monnwhilesquads of soldiers were 
marching up either side of the streete, and as 
the chair of the future Empress of Koraa 
passed through, the crowd stood back to make 
room. Following the chair of the bride were 
meny officials, all on borsebaok.
